Start Feeding Vitamin A 
Lloyd Lewellen and I spent 
Monday and Tuesday of last 
week in a conference of exten­ 
sion agents with animal hus­ 
bandry 
specialists 
regarding 
liv estock feeding. 
One of the things that needs 
to be done immediately, accord­ 
ing to Melv in Bradley, Exten­ 
sion Animal Husbandman, is 
starting the feeding of Vitamin 
A supplement to beef cattle. He 
recommended feeding it for at 
least the next 120 days which 
would be to the middle of April. 
The recommended dosage is 
20,000 International Units of Vi­ 
tamin A per day. This material 
is highly concentrated and sel­ 
dom costs more than a half 
cent per cow per day. One of 
those av ailable in Sedalia comes 
in the concentration of 2,500,000 
International Units per pound ■ 
and costs 25 cents per pound in ‘ 
50 pound bags. One pound would 
be enough for one mature ani­ 
mal for 125 days or 50 pounds, 
costing $12.50, would be enough 
for a herd of 50 cows for the 
entire winter. That is getting the 
i 
cost down to two-tenths of a 
cent per head per day and 
sounds like a good buy. 
Unless cattle are on good pas­ 
ture or a (juantity of good green 
hay, it is difficult for them to 
get enough v itamin A from their 
feed. 
Two indications of v itamin A 


B e m odern with 


shortage are watering of the 
eyes and night blindness. Of 
course, the weeping eyes are 
easy to see and some people 
check for night blindness by 
mov ing a wagon or something 
that is unfamiliar to the cattle, 
into the lot where they normally 
spend the night. 
If the cattle are stirred upi 
about dusk and hav e v itamin A ' 
deficiency, or night blindness, 
they will likely run into a wagon 
or something that they are not 
expecting to be in their w’ay. 
Which Proteins Are 
The Best Buy 
Most hog rations are made up 
to contain about two - thirds of | 
the protein from soybean oil! 
meal and one-third from tank-1 
age or meat scrap. Usually tank-' 
age is considerably higher than 
soybean oil meal so some folks! 
may add extra minerals and' 
v itamins and feed only soybean' 
oil meal. 
At the present time, tankage 
is selling for a little bit less or | 
the same price per pound of| 
protein, as soybean oil meal. On i 
that basis, it would seem like a' 
good buy to include some tank-; 
age in your hog supplement. 
| 
For another comparison, soy-i 
bean meal and cotton seed meal i 
are listed at the same price. | 
Howev er, soybean meal is usu-' 
ally higher in digestible protein, 
so on the basis of cost per 
pound of digestible protein, soy­ 
bean meal would be the best 
buy. 
Cotton seed meal is fav ored 
by cattlemen partly because iti 
has a constipating action while 
the soybean meal is more laxa-j 
tiv e. Another point in fav or ofi 
the cotton seed meal for cattle! 
is that it is quite high in phos-! 
phorus. 
For the best buy in cattle sup-| 
plement, a person might want ' 
to feed cotton seed and soybean 
meal equal parts. 
Top Dressing Pastures 
Interest in top dressing pas­ 
tures continues to increase. In! 
the most recent batch of 15 soil 
I 
samples that I figured, fiv e of 
them were for top dressing pas-1 
tures. 
! 
I think we hav e come to the 
place of saying that it probably 
does not pay to plant corn with­ 
out some fertilizer. Actually we 
hav e fiv e times as much pas­ 
ture land as we normally plant 
to corn. It would appear that 
some people are realizing that it 
is just as worthwhile to apply 
fertilizer to these pastures as it 
is to the corn fields. Pastures 
that hav e not been brought up 
to soil test usually need a fairly 
large application of phosphate 
and potash. It usually pays to| 
put on some phosphate and pot- 
i 
ash along with the nitrogen. 
I hav e been using a sliding 
scale regarding the amounts of 
nitrogen to use. My figures 
range from 60 to 90 pounds of 
nitrogen on a soil testing 2 per 
cent organic matter. These fig­ 
ures shift to 45 to 70 pounds on, 
a 3 per cent soil and 25 to 50 
pounds on a 4 per cent soil. 
How Much Lime Do We Need? 
Some years ago some figures 
were set down estimating the 
amount of limestone needed in 
the state of Missouri each year 
to replace what is taken out by 
crops and erosion. That yearly 
figure is about 5,500,000 tons. 
In 1961 Missouri applied about 
2,330,000 tons while in 1962, 
about 2,618,000 tons was used. 
We do hav e some figures in­ 
dicating needs in Pettis County. 
I hope to pull those out in the 
near future to get some ideas 
of how far we are lagging in 
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Check Well 
For Nitrate 
Poisoning

Babies and SPF piglets are 
particularly susceptible to ni­ 
trate poisoning. It is a good idea 
to hav e the well water checked 
before letting either of these 
young consume the water. This 
would be especially true after a 
rainy season. 
Ponds 
are usually polluted 
with nitrate by surface con­ 
tamination from run off from 
manure, feed lots and other 
sources of animal wastes. Ponds 
can v ary in nitrate content from 
time to time as we mentioned in 
well water. 
The nitrate ion itself is not 
toxic in the sense of what we are 
talking about here. It’s only 
when it is conv erted to the v ery 
toxic nitrite ion that symptoms 
appear. This conv ersion can oc­ 
cur in the intestinal tract of 
human infants and SPF piglets 
which is why the nitrate intake 
of the young is v ery importar^ 
The conv ersion can also occur 
in the rumen of cattle and sheep. 
Unfortunately, the conditions 
that lead to nitrate pollution of 
our waters also can result in 
bacterial contamination. These 


Soybean Crop 
Biggest Ev er 
In Missouri 


The animal husbandry department of the Univ ersity of Mis­ 
souri is experimenting with raising pigs on slatted floors. 
The 
main adv antage of the method seem s to be the sav ing of a great 
deal of labor, according to Leland Tribble, associated professor 
of animal husbandry. 
He states that there are some disadv ant­ 
ages also. 
These seem to be that the slats don’t solv e the di­ 
sease problem, there may be considerable more construction 
and maintenance expenses connected with using slats, and the 
method requires more exactness in ration formulation than 
does a pasture system . 
More work will hav e to be done in this 
area before any conclusiv e results are av ailable.

Farmers hav e just harv ested! 
the biggest soybean crop ev er 
raised in Missouri. The good 
yield, 24 bushel per acre, and a 
price around $2.50 per bushel 
made this crop out rank either 
corn or wheat on a net cash per 
acre return. While the crop as 
a whole made an excellent rec­ 
ord, some rather heav y disease 
losses were suffered on some 
fields. 
This is a good time to assess 
these losses and take any pos­ 
sible steps to reduce such loss­ 
es in 1964. Space does not per­ 
mit discussing all the diseases! 
observ ed but the most prev alent! 
ones can be mentioned briefly. 
The first diseases to attack a 
new crop of beans are the seed­ 
ling diseases and the most im­ 
portant one of these is Rhizoc­ 
tonia root rot. In the same cate­ 
gory but less prev alent, are Py- 
thium and Phytophthora root 
and stem rot. The organisms 
causing Rhizoctonia and Pyth- 
ium are nearly always present 
in the soil. They thriv e when the 
soils are wet and the weather is 
cool.

PAINESVILLE, Ohio (A P )- 
Dr. Gu ilfo rd C. Gly nn, 87 , o f 
nearby Mento r, a phy sician and 
inv ento r, died Su nday in a ho s­ 
pital here. 
A nativ e o f McLo u th, Kan., 
Dr. Gly nn attended the Univ er­ 
sity o f Kansas and o btained his 
medical deg ree fro m Misso u ri 
Medical Co lleg e in 1902. 
Fo llo wing g radu atio n he ex ­ 
plo red the Arizo na desert fo r 
Zu ni Indian relics and fo u nd 
artifacts later ackno wledg ed to 
be 8,000 to 10,000 y ears o ld. 
He practiced medicine in lo la, 
Kan., u ntil 1913 and while there 
was co mmissio ner o f pu blic u til­ 
ities. He was instru mental in 
fo rming the first co mmissio n 
fo rm o f g o v ernment in Kansas. 
Dr. Gly nn practiced in Kan­ 
sas City , Kan., fro m 1913 u ntil 
1918 and fro m there he went to 
Clev eland to direct o peratio ns 
o t the o ld Wilberite Ro o fing Co . 
The co mpany was u sing his pa­ 
tent fo r the manu factu re o f as­ 
phalt ro o fing . 
He held sev en patents fo r im­ 
pro v ements in pav ing , water 
treatment and air sterilizatio n 
and in ro o fing . 
Dr. Gly nn retu rned to the 
practice o f medicine in 1926, 
maintaining an o ffice in Clev e­ 
land. He retired 16 y ears ag o .

It requirei a certain amount of nerve to 
forecast now the issues which will most af­ 
fect 1964 presidential voting. Any politici­ 
ans will, however, take the leap — as they 
have in earlier campaigns. 
Often in the past they have been wrong. 
What a politician says the issues are and 
what the voters regard as important can be 
two different things. 
This time, again, the risk in guesswork is 
considerable. No one has any way of know­ 
ing what the world situation may be in mid- 
.summer and fall of 1964 Admittedly Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev, by blowing hot and 
cold, can have some kind of effect. 
Yet early issue predictions may perhaps 
be a little more reliable than usual in the 
developing campaign. 
For one thing, the obviously chronic na­ 
ture of high unemployment levels makes 
this problem almost a permanent issue. And 
it irritates both those who suffer joblessness 
and those who think the government spends 
too much money trying to do something 
about it 
Evidently any administration. Democratic 
or Republican, is going to be measured in 
part by its performance in dealing with the 
unemployment dilemma. 
Since almost any sizable government ef­ 
fort involves federal spending, and since the 
problem stubbornly resists cure, a double 


penalty could be inflicted on the adminis­ 
tration next year. On this issue it has satis­ 
fied very few. 
Another i.ssue certain to figure large in 
1964 voting is civil rights. 
In the past it has always been said that 
Negroes would in the end wind up voting 
their economic interests, which they have 
tended to identify with the Democratic 
party. In 1964 the outlook may well be for 
an enlargement of this bond, on the ground 
that President Kennedy and President John­ 
son went to bat for major civil rights 
legislation. 
But as the 1963 election returns indicated 
in Kentucky and Philadelphia, white oppo­ 
sition to stepped-up Negro pressures has 
risen to substantial proportions. 
In the vSouth resistance of this sort has 
always been a marked political factor, 
though it is even larger now. Harder to 
gauge is its probable size in northern states 
next .November. 
Many of the same voting groups presently 
stirred to resistance on this score are ac­ 
customed to voting Democratic on economic 
counts. No one can know which factor will 
be determining when 
1964 voting time 
comes around. It may depend in part on 
the pres.sures exerted by Negroes next year. 
It seems clear, nevertheless, that f'ivil 
rights will be a real issue next year for 
both Negroes and whites.

Areas of liivestijíative Friction

W.ASHLNGTON—Lack of cooperation be­ 
tween the F’BI and the Secret Service, 
w'hich may have contributed to the tragedy 
of Dallas, isn’t the only area where there 
is investigating friction. 


On J. Edgar Hoover’s de.sk recently has 
been a study of over-lapping jurisdiction 
between the FB I and the criminal investi­ 
gation of the .Army, with Hoover wanting 
to take over all of CID s work in the con­ 
tinental United States 


The Defense Department has opposed 
this, argues that the military are better 
able to police and investigate their own 
security problems. It also suggests that the 
FB I might be getting t(x) big without add­ 
ing more duties. 


The F’BI-CID jurisdictional conflict came 
up as a result of the suicide of Sgt. Jack 
Dunlap, the man accused of selling .secret.s 
from the National Securit\ Agency at Ft 
.Meade to the Russians. 


Both the FB I and CID were .shadowing 
Dunlap, but both let him commit suicide 
though they were within 5(K) feet of him 
when he stopped on the road, hooked a hose 
to his exhaust, and brought it into the car 
where he sat with the windows closed. 
It’s reported that in this ca.se both the 
FB I and CID were under orders not to 
Interfere with any suicide attempt, in order 
to avoid a sensational trial which would 
upset Senate ratification of the test ban 
treaty. This report, however, has not been 
confirmed. 
What has been confirmed is that some­ 
time last May Dunlap became conscience 
stricken over what he had done and made 
hi.s first suicide attempt. It was then that 
the Defense Department became suspicious 
and called m the FB I and CID. 
During 
every minute from that point on Dunlap 
was shadowed. No arrest was made, in 
order to try to catch him in actual contact 
with Red agents. He was not able to re­ 
establish contact. Presumably his Russian 
employers knew about the suicide attempt 
«nd figured ht was under surveillance. 


.Meanwhile, Dunlap, a high liver, got short 
of cash and became desperate. He sold his 
fancy fl..5(Kl boat for $200. 
He lost a lot 
of money at the track and rolled up debts. 
Finally, he made his second and this time 
successful .suicide attempt, with FB I and 
CID agents virtually looking on. 
Since then the F B I has been pressing to 
have all criminal intelligence for the De­ 
fense Department, within the USA, turned 
over to J. Edgar Hoover. The file on Dun­ 
lap has been transferred to Hoover. 
Note—One piece of information Dunlap 
gave the Russians w'as the exact U.S. build­ 
up in Florida and the Caribbean waters 
before the Oct. 22, 1962. showdown with 
Moscow over Russian missiles in Cuba. 
Ironic fact, however, was that Kennedy 
wanted Khrushchev to get this information, 
and purposely leaked it through the British, 
.so Khrushchev would realize we weren’t 
bluffing 
Rus.sian 
agents 
paid 
Dunlap 
around $60.000 for the information. They 
could have saved the money. 
.Medal of Honor for J F K 
There’s an ironic story behind the pro­ 
posal to award the congressional medal of 
honor, the nation’s highest decoration, to 
the late President John F. Kennedy. 
One of the sponsors of the legislation, 
Rep 
James Roo.sevelt, D-Calif.. opposed 
.such an award to his own father, FDR, 
after the latter’s death in 1945 
At that 
time, the present speaker. John McCor­ 
mack, was spon.soring a bill to give the 
coveted medal to the World War II presi­ 
dent. 
However, speaking for the Roosevelt fam­ 
ily. Jimmy persuaded .McCormack to shelve 
the bill. Roosevelt argued that FDR was 
not entitled to the medal of honor, awarded 
for bravery in combat “ above and beyond 
the call of duty,” because he had died from 
illness. 
Roosevelt now feels that the assassination 
of Kennedy places him in an entirely dif­ 
ferent category from his father. So do two 
other sponsors of the medal for JF K . Rep. 
Silvio Conte, R-Mass., and Claude Pepper, 
D-FU.

Kennedy proposed the alli­

ion message to Congress in Jan­ 
uary 1961. He outlined a 10- 
point program for it March 13 
of that year. 
He even liked the sound of 
the program and repeated it in 
Spanish many times: “ La Ali- 
anza para el Progreso.” He de­ 
scribed it as "Progress, yes! 
Tyranny, no'” 
It was to be a $20 billion pro­ 
gram, with the major share 
coming from the United States. 
So far the United States has 
committed loans and grants to­ 
taling $2.3 billion. 
The Latin American govern­ 
ments for their part were to 
put in reforms to give the mass­ 
es of their people a better life 
and more of a share in it: Tax 
reforms, land reforms, educa­ 
tion, industrialization. 
Kennedy pointed out condi­ 
tions in Latin America; Life ex­ 
pectancy, 46 years, compared 
with 70 in this country: almost 
half of 
all 
Latin 
American 
adults can’t read: about 50 per 
cent of the children have no 
schools to attend. 
Latin 
America 
is 
a 
land 
where the rich stay rich and 
the poor are helpless. In effect, 
Kennedy said. Reform or per­ 
ish. 
On Aug. 16, 1961 the United 
States and 19 other American 
countries 
signed 
an 
alliance 
charter. They pledged them­ 
selves to “ end those conditions 
which benefit the few at the ex­ 
pense of the needs and the dig­ 
nity of the many.” 
But months were spent in get­ 
ting the American end of the al­ 
liance organized. The c h i e f 
American administrator, Teo- 
doro Moscoso. wasn’t sworn in 
until the middle of .November 
1961 
But just three month.s later. 
The Associated Press was re­ 
porting from Central .America— 
despite all the fanfare—that the 
alliance had no clear image 
there and its future was uncer­ 
tain. 
By the end of 1962. The As.so- 
ciated 
Press 
was 
reporting 
from Latin America that there 
was too much restlessness and 
resentment there to make Un­ 
cle Sam a permanently popular 
neighbor, and years of strife 
lay ahead. 
And Nov. 15. 1963 W. Averell 
Harriman, 
undersecretary 
of 
state, went to Brazil where the 
American republics put the al­ 
liance under examination. 
He 
admitted there had been mi.s- 
admitted there had been mis­ 
takes on all sides. 
Officials in Wa.shington and 
Latin America were quick to 
agree the alliance had not ac- 
compli.shed in its two years all 
it should have Among the fac­

rupt 
governments, 
economic 
troubles in most of them, plus 
opposition to reform by the rich. 
And Dec. 1, 1963. an Associat­ 
ed Press reporter wrote after a 
tour of Latin America:

SALES TAX BRACKET 
IS CAUSING CONCERN 
According to a spokesman for 
the 
Department of Revenue, 
soniw small businessmen in the 
St. Louis and Kansas City areas 
continue to complain vigorously 
about the sales tax bracket sys­ 
tem now in effect. 
And recently a .suit was filed 
in Cole County Circuit Court 
challenging the validity of the 
tax structure. 
The primary complaint stems 
from the fact that busines.smen 
pay a three per cent tax on 
their 
gross 
.sales. 
Generally 
speaking, most business con­ 
cerns are collecting this amount 
on sales and the bracket pre­ 
sents little difficulty for them. 
These busine.s.ses are allowed to 
retain a portion of the amount 
collected as their “ fee.” 
But. those busines.ses whose 
sales generally are less than 25 
cents do not have an opportun­ 
ity to collect the penny tax 
which commences at a quarter 
However, by law they are re­ 
quired to pay the same tax on 
their gross receipts as any other 
business. 
Those affected are primarily 
cigar .stand operators, vendors 
and busines.smen running small 
neighborhood variety stores. 
Recently, Director of Revenue 
M E Morris appeared before 
the “ Little Hoover Commission” 
which is studying the means of 
improving state government op­ 
erations. At the hearing, Morris 
pointed out the difficulties con­ 
fronting these small businesses 
and recommended that the com­ 
mission study the situation. 
There appears to be a possi­ 
bility that the commission may 
develop a formula to deal with 
the matter. If an answer is 
found, the General Assembly 
convening in January. 1965. may 
be asked to revise the sales tax 
law. 
Until then, however, the Rev­ 
enue Department’s hands 'ap­ 
pear to be tied, legally.
